Tbe Indian Departmcnii 

Tho reader is doubllesB iiwcre that, 
Qoder Oonfodoration the Ff doral Gov- 
etnmont undertakes the maDageraeut of 
the Indian affaira ol British Colambia. 
It is gratifying to know that in tho 
inttMgomeni of tho Indian tribes the 
b^nBdrBiB®o*,ornment has been emin- 
flDtlytaaooeBBfaLt^ Id the noighboariog 
Bopablto the IjadianttiibeB h&ra cost 
'tW'D'^ioQ diitbld titilliODo Id monej, many 
tl^fiS^W'liv^iLtiBCl'^liey are iu 

terror of thb 'ereillerB. The onward 

march of Vho Kepnblican civilization 
nppaiontlj only tends to widen the 
breach between the . jOiyiliaec nnd 
the barbarian, Bftd"! jtorday th? 
provttilvng doctrine of out neighborB 
appeava to be 'oxtermlnation of the 
aborigines.' And the process is Bt beat 
one of gradual extermination. Tlie 
last A tnericaa Indian liaa been ton 'h- 
ingly doscribod as slaading on one of 
the mountains which overlook tbo 
raoiflo, watching tho eottiing sua— fit 
emblem of tbo diaappcaranco of bis race. 
But tho Canadian ludian policy and 
Its rofiallB present a happy coatrast to 
all this. In Canada tho pioneer sottlor 
in now diatriots liadi in tho Indian a 
true friend. In most instanoos tho tribes 
liftVe been indaoed to settle upon their 
veferyationa and create ci>mfortab!e 
bomeateade. They have their ohorchcs 
Bnd*thliir^c{ibol8y and in many instances 
ha^«' learned tri^des and even BDccessful- 
ly ^^Suisd learned profeBsionB. They 
make peaoefal, moral oltizeoa, and are 
ever ready to. sboalder tbe anerring 
lifle t^lhe"^^ oadse of their Qaeen . Unlike 
their red skinned brcthreoia the oeigh- 
boring Republic, it appears from late 
of&oial Tetnrns from the Indian JDepart- 
moot tbnt the Canadian tribes are not 
only raaking great progress in oivilizas 
tion, but nre actually increaeiog in nom- 
bors as well as in wealth and comfort. 
In Canada tbe Indian Departoaout con- 
stitutos a distinct bureau, presided over 
by a Cabinet Minister. At preeeut the 
Hon Joseph Howe is the head of tbo 
Indian Departnoont. As has already 
been intimated, tbe Indian policy which 
has been 80 eminently BueoesEfaloD tba 
other side of the continent will be ex- 
tended over this Province as one of the 
many beneficial results of ConfederatioD ; 
and it is to bo presumed that no timo 
■will be lost in organizing tho maohin- 
ery for working the system on this 
coast. Pot/ that purpose an ladian 
OommiBsiODer will doubtless bo appoint« 
e4and if tho namerical strength uf the 
Xndian tribes be taken as lha gaaga, 
this appointment will probably rank 
next in importance to that of Lieulen- 
anloGovornor. Indeed, regarded purely 
in iho light of numbetB, it . would bo 
moro importuut, inasmuch as tho Indian 
population is tour times as large as that 
of the Anglo-Saxon. It is to be pre^ 
snmed tbal amongfct tho first steps 
towards tbo npplica'.ion of the Ganadiau 
Indian policy to this Province will bo 
that ot locating and properly, regolating 
Indian reservaiionsi Tnore are in the 
more settled parte- of tbe country reser- 
valions alroady laid off; but these are 
in many iustanooB so open to objection 
hoth as to locaiion and area, ibal a 
thorough revision is imperatively de- 
manded. Tho roaorvtttions bhould be 
Bufficienlly largo to eupply such a bomo- 
■lOanLto each family us wonld, with 
ordinary industry, bo utilized; and 
they should bo located with a view to 
avoiding unueoosiarily cspoeing the 
natives to tho vices and temptations to 
evil of tbo whites and at the samiB 
timo obstruoiiug the. course of aiyilized 
eettlementi and improvemunt, Ono 
Berious objeolion to some of tbcee reser- 
TalionB is iheir oI jbo proximity to towns 
and cities. As a rule it is a mistake to 
looato Indian reservations in theimmod> 
iato vicinity of towns. The InCians 
tboioBolvcs aro muoh more liable to coo- 
tradt-lazy and vioious habits, and aro 
muoh lesffbaeoopiiblo tu tho influoncos 
of civilization aod roligiun. It is always 
more dilliculi to roduco ilu-m to any- 
thing opproucbing asyHiomatic thrift and 
iuduhtry. It is soarooly less desirable on 
tho purt of Iho whitea'that the Indians 
BbOQld'beBettlod cIobo totownsj—tbedias- 
iinliiatidh'of disontc, crime and faith, 
nnd indoceut, exhibitions being among 
tho common roBults. Thoro ia one roaer- 
vatlon which wo have punicularly iu 
view, in luaking theee romarks,— that 
on the other aide of Yictoria harbor. 
There the misoi able romnant of a onoo 
powerfol tribo occupy, or aro tiup posed 
to occupy bomclbiDg like ono buudrod 
acres of land on tbo oonfioca of tho 
city. 'J'lioy muko no proper use of the 
land, and never Will. Wo have roaBon 
10 know that the Minister who presidos 
ov6r the Indian Dopuitmaut of Canada 
'has inatrboted a genll imaii uo.v iu this 
Province to ^olloctatutiBtics with rogurd 
10 tbo indiann; but wo trunt aaiucj moro 
practical titepH ilian tho morocompilftli"!!

Chih» JnaTioK and Gbntlrmsn,— I thank 
you for yoar kindly furewcll. As your body 
was more liUoly to bo imranJiiilely, and 
perhaps injuriooBly, oD'octed by iho polhical 
■ohanees which I beoc ln>truineutal in 

aooomDlisbing, it affords me nutural gratiB- 
catiOQ to tecoiva your acknowledgment thai 
I have discharged, imy '.duty in fi;;sijsigbt 
forward manner, as I desired to do, in a ori 
tioal period in iho history of tho colony, 
when many interests required oonBidoi atlon 
and it was not easy to oaake arrangemcnla 
Wbiph ibonld saiisfy averyonH. 
','1 am' convinced in my owd mind, hnwevar, 
that that oniou which has been e/Iacted will 
bo fruitful >n advantage to all cliisses of tho 
oommunily, and to your own body iimong 
the rest; lor every scciioj purtioiputei in 
benefits which flow liom iho proyreaa and 
prosperity of the whole, li is this conviu- 
U6ii wbidh has BOpportfld me through the ar- 
daoue and.,dano.»ie negotiations and helped 
me to brlo^ llienii to a coecesEful issiie. For 
as some iDiattnderstandii:g prevails oo tbii 
point, I take this opporlaoiiy to state tbst 
no preeaure has been placed by Ihe Secretary 
of Slate upon ine local GoverDmoot for the 
purpose ol acoompliBhing ihe union. The 
ggnejtkl .Ti>"^ °l Majesty's (ioveroment 
were expressed in a disputch which was 
made public and o( which you were of coorse 
aware. Bat subseqaeotly it was laTt entireljr 
to my own deoisiua wbatbsr union ahoald 
be attempted, and at every step of the ne» 
gotiations the Secretary of State has geoor- 
oualy trusted to my judgment and discretion. 
It it.Dot snrprieing ihal under these ciroum 
ittnoee I should have keenly le't ihe roapon- 
libility devolving upon me; and ootbing but 
a personal aaauraoce that it .wai tbe good ol 
the community for which I was striving 
would have given tho firmness and confidence 
neoesfary to accomplish the purpose in view. 
Bat I bear willing testimoay to the loyal 
■nppott wbicb bas beeii eaorded to mo by 
the- iffiilal body: wbo are not leio members 
of tbe commuoiiy because they are Tublio 
Servants. 

I thank yen (or my family as well os my- 
self for your good wiaics. I shall loiivo 
Victoria with many regroia that iny resideoce 
io ao pleasant a place haa been so short but 
labail (oka with me reoolleciions among the 
moit pleasant of my lile ; and I shall al- 
ways cherish friendly hopes for yuur happi- 
Oeas and prosperity.

The water was too bigb for biosI of the com- 
paniea tu work io the c eek, tboogb falling 
last, and tbo belief waa that all woold be at 
work '<n a fortnight's lime. Groat prepares 
tloos are in progress for turoiug tbo creek 
wbicb iaTory orpokad . and offers good faci- 
liiiaa furituroiag tbrpiligb^tfa^^ on either 
side.

Harper Broa^|nd other packers Were 
cutting a.oe^.^railTrQjjn tbe loot of Stuart 
Lake to Getmanaeo Creek, and expected to 
be through to the diggings in four or five 
days. Ii is evident that over this new trail 
— whioh is 75 miles long— the bulk of the 
goods will go into tbe mines this fall. Tbe 
Giacombs porlage la Impracticable.

A,t Sitka oo the I6tb 
lost there was a race between the Saranac'a 
outicr, Id oars,, and a war canoe, paddled 
by 21 Indians. The distance was 2} miles 
and Was, done by the cunoo in 17 mlDUles, 
beating tbie cutter by 50 accoodt. After tbo 
raoo the oflicora oflefcd q prize to the fastest 
canop over the soma conrse. Seven canoes 
started and the race — which was novel aod 
eXi)ljiDSii:^waB won by six Silk:i Indians 
pomiog odt of Fort Vt^rangel on the upward 
payjasga^j^ tbe 30th Jane, an Englishman 
riamia WH Neil was caught by tho crank 
of the maobioery ond killed outright. He 
was buried at Frushwatur Bay with lionors. 
The weather al Silka waa nioial, riiiu (ailing 
frequently, Tbo downward passage was 
very pleasant, On Iba 20th lost tn Granville 
Cbannal the Saranac spoke tbe steamer Ca- 
lifornia, bound fur Sitka.
